The big maps I sent you today are economic maps. They will require a 
translator, but only for a brief time.That is, once the subject matter 
of the map - each deals with s different resource or industry - is 
indicated on the map, no furt er trnnslation will be necessary. The maps 
are completely accurate, in so far as they go. A have also ohecked 
additional information that would be included were the maps drafted to- 
day, and the only significant additions are the ollowlng: Almost with- 
out exception expansion is at the old location under the previous 5— year 
plan. In other words, the density would ba greater, or the symbol larger. 
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In the ease of oil refiner!®* there are these large new ones: -hi the 
, r ® 1 ®* . 8t ^fe{ right) and slightly to th e west of the Urals, at Saratov 
(right), both "very eonsiderab e" in size. Aluminum~al ready in operation 
lout whether or not completely finished I cant discover) at Kaaensk is 
what will be the 1* rgest aluminum plant in the USSR. Nickel-in the 
Kola peninsula ( adjacent to Finland in said around Monchegorsk, is a 
new operation, rapidly expanding. The USSR claims there Is as much aluminum 
in ttls area as on the other side of the Finnish border (International 
ickel's operations). This is up near Itonnansk*

Geog. mans are self 
expl natory, or at least I cant ad anything. They are, I’m told by the 
Net. Geographic, very accurate. 

Some that 
a havebeen refered to besides those Jou can think of with no trouble are 
the American Russian Institute, which has maps in English; soviet 
Russia today.

Teas, At the tass office you can get the use of the maps I’m about to 
refer to. If you should eonceiveably want a translator in NY you can get 
one at the Amer-tus. Institute. S 


The first volume of a trsmendnous world atlas has been published in 17 
colors by the USSR book trust. Its a tememenduous thing. I went over 
it with a fellow at the Russ. Stab., who recommends the following

This big volume Is known as "Big Soviet Atlas 
of the world" (Translation official). It is a truly magnificent job, 
but In addition to the feet that you undoubtedly cant get one in Phi la 
it would take a week or so to do the job from it-that much detail. 


In case you aheb to make reference to them I have gotten an opinion, ndt 
for quotation, from the Commerce kept, as to the reliability of the ^ean 
of Canterbury’s statistics* They stack up, and insofar as information 
for checking is available here, the figures are okay.
